Ray man deliv ered an in ten sely in ter­ 
estin g address fro m the su b ject, “The 
Heritage o f the 19 th to the 20th 
Cen tu ry .” 
His address was as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
At the v ery b egin n in g o f the n ew 
cen tu ry we can tru thfu lly say with 
Emerso n that “We liv e in a n ew an d 
ex cep tio n al age.” America is an o ther 
wo rd fo r o p p o rtu n ity . Ou r who le his­ 
to ry ap p ears like a last effo rt o f Di­ 
v in e Pro v iden ce in b ehalf o f the hu ­ 
man race.” 
Who is n o t en thu siastic o v er the tim e 
in which he liv es? Can an y tho u ght­ 
fu l p erso n reflect, as he lo o ks b ack 
thro u gh the decades o f the n in eteen th 
cen tu ry , witho u t receiv in g imp u lses to 
imp el him o n ward an d u p ward?? 
No eq u al p erio d o f histo ry has had 
so man y an d su ch in ten se in terests as 
the n in eteen th cen tu ry . 
No o ther cen tu ry is so rich in great 
histo ry makin g ep o chs as the 
n in e­ 
teen th. Edward S. Ellis say s: “Man y 
great p eo p le 
hav e 
su ccessfu lly 
ap ­ 
p eared in the histo rical tab leau o f the 
wo rld; b u t n o t the Hin du o r the Per- 
sio n ; n o t the Chaldee o r the Greek; 
n o t the Egy p tian o r the Heb rew; n o t 
the Ro man o r the Celt; n o t ev en the 
Teu to n , with his p ro digio u s 
activ ity 
an d stren gth, has b een ab le, in Asia, 
In Africa, o r in Eu ro p e, to create in a 
cen tu ry o r In ages, a histo rical p ro ­ 
du ct greater o r mo re wo rthy o f 
ad­ 
miratio n than that magn ificen t resu lt 
which histo ry has b ro u ght as her tro ­ 
p hy in the great American rep u b lic.”

OR. STEVENSON ALSO TALKED 


The regular monthly teachers’ meet­ 
ing was held in the high school room, 
Central building, yesterday afternoon 
and after some announcements Prof. 
Bayman delivered an intensely inter­ 
esting address from the subject, “The 
Heritage of the 19th to the 20th 
Century.” 
His address was as fol­ 
lows: 
At the very beginning of the new 
century we can truthfully say with 
Emerson that “We live in a new and 
exceptional age.” America is another 
word for opportunity. Our whole his­ 
tory appears like a last effort of Di­ 
vine Providence in behalf of the hu­ 
man race.” 
Who is not enthusiastic over the time 
in which he lives? Can any thought­ 
ful person reflect, as he looks back 
through the decades of the nineteenth 
century, without receiving impulses to 
impel him onward and upward?? 
No equal period of history has had 
so many and such intense interests as 
the nineteenth century. 
No other century is so rich in great 
history making epochs as the nine­ 
teenth. Edward S. Ellis says: “Many 
great people have successfully ap­ 
peared in the historical tableau of the 
world; but not the Hindu or the Per­ 
son; not the Chaldee or the Greek; 
not the Egyptian or the Hebrew; not 
the Roman or the Celt; not even the 
Teuton, with his prodigious activity 
and strength, has been able, in Asia, 
in Africa, or in Europe, to create in a 
century or in ages, a historical pro­ 
duct greater or more worthy of ad­ 
miration than that magnificent result 
which history has brought as her tro­ 
phy in the great American republic.” 
But some person may be asking 
himself already the 
usual question, 
what is remarkable about the nine­ 
teenth century anyway? Does it pay 
to call attention to the past? Does not 
each day, week, month, year, decade 
and century have its own interests. 
The limit of each is an imaginary 
one. The old century did not rush 
against the new like a mighty wind, 
producing a great disturbance of the 
elements, but this notable change was 
made with as much ease and dignity 
as the unfolding of the bud under the 
influence of the welcome sunlight in 
the early spring time. 
Other countries were great in but 
few things; but the nineteenth was 
great in many things. It was unique. 
It was the century in which nature 
and humanity began “to confederate.” 
It was the century in which nations 
began, as never before, to throw down 
the walls of selfishness and to recog- 
nice their independence. Every man 
is dependent. 
“No man liveth unto 
himself.” The same philosophy ap­ 
plies to nations and should be Just as 
carefully observed.

Civilization becomes the agent of the devil when it goes into a coun­ 
try inhabited by “heathens” with a sword in one hand and a whisky bot­ 
tle in the other.

England, as ex-President Harrison would say, has been looking for 
“consumers” for several centuries. Slaves, opium and rum are some of 
the products which England has dealt in. China was debauched so that 
traders might make great fortunes in the sale of opium. Ships loaded 
with beer and whisky followed the American army to the Philippine 
islands. 
The United States has no right in morals, or, so far as we can see, 
in law, to engage in the liquor business. Yet we are told by senators 
from the floor of congress that this government has licensed hundreds 
of saloons in the city of Manila. If this is so the government should be 
compelled to revoke those licenses by the enraged public sentiment of the 
people of this Christian country. 
Americans do not want, and they will not tolerate, drunken armies 
led by drunken officers. Nor will the mothers and fathers in America 
permit the government, which their sons are fighting for in far distant 
lands, to destroy those sons with beer and whisky—Filipino bullets are 
deadly enough. 
Men and women who love their country and who are unwilling to see 
the further degradation of the Filipinos under the American flag, no 
matter whether the constitution has followed the flag or not, should or­ 
ganize and bombard Washington so furiously and persistently as to 
compel the authorities to put a stop to the liquor traffic traffic in Ma­ 
nila and elsewhere on the islands. 
The senators from Ohio, Messrs, Foraker and Hanna, are powerful 
men. They know how to carry elections, to influence public sentiment 
and to persuade public authorities. Let them both be plainly told what 
the people of Ohio want them to do—what the people of Ohio demand 
that they shall do. They will not decline to act; they would hardly dare 
to decline even were they averse to taking a fresh burden upon them­ 
selves. Let the people, men and women, of other states, organize for 
vigorous, tireless and intelligent action. Let the authorities in Washing­ 
ton feel the pressure of 4ul outraged, and disquieted public sentiment. 
The Anti-Saloon League in Ohio and the great Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, as well as all good citizens, should enlist for the war. 
The Filipino war is small and unimportant compared with the “commer­ 
cialism” which debauches the young American soldiers, as well as the 
“heathens” whom these patriotic soldiers are attempting to civilize at the 
point of the bayonet. If expansion, the hunt for consumers for American 
products, means to barter in the souls and bodies of young men and 
Malay savages, the sooner this country begins to contract the better. 
The issue is live and pressing. Everywhere in this country the people 
should act. Delegations of strong, able bodied men should be sent to 
Washington from every city and village in the whole country. Repub­ 
licans and Democrats should stand shoulder to shoulder. Compel pub­ 
lic men to take their stand upon one side or the other. Drive this gov­ 
ernment out of the liquor business. Take the whisky bottle out of the 
hand of civilization.

sun. 


The workingman has therefore been 
obliged to m igrate to the outskirts of 
the city, and whole suburbs, like L a 
VlUette on one side of Paris and Gre­ 
nelle on the other side, are now Inhab­ 
ited exclusively by Industrial colonies. 
Every

In 
Paris 
has 
brought a rise In rents all around, and 
today the landlords’ dues are higher 
than ever. 
Less accommodation is 
available in Paris for a given rental 
than in I^Kindon, and the sanitary con­ 
dition« are generally inferior.

is now beginning 
to attract the attention of reformers, 
and when the extension of the city 
eventually take.s place p^’rhaps some 
Improvement w ill be effected.—Paris 
Ck)r.

F. 
R. Stockton 
cites an Incident which gives an idea 
of the abundance of rattlers in the new 
colony: 
In a quarry from which the work­ 
men were engaged In getting out stone 
for the foundations of Princeton col­ 
lege a wide crack In the rocks w as dis­ 
covered which led dow nw ard to a large 
cavity, and in this cave w ere found 
about 20 bushels of rattlesnake bones. 
There was no reason to believe th at 
this w as a snake cemetery, to which 
the creatures retired when they sup­ 
posed they wece approaching the end 
of their days, b at 
it 
was, w ithout 
doubt, a great rattlesnake trap. 
The narrow , winding passage lead­ 
ing to it m ust have been very a ttrac t­ 
ive to a snake seeking retired quarters 
in which to take its long w inter nap. 
Although the cave at the bottom of the 
great crack was easy enough to get 
into, It was so arranged th at It was 
difficult, if not impossible, for a snake 
to get out of, especially in the spring, 
when these creatures are very thin 
and weak, having been nourished all 
w inter by their own fat. 
Thus year after year the rattlesnakes 
must have goue down into that cavity 
without knowing that they could never 
get out again.

The regular monthly teachers’ meet­ 
ing was held in the high school room, 
Central building, yesterday afternoon 
and after some announcements Prof. 
Rayman delivered an intensely inter­ 
esting address from the subject, “The 
Heritage of the 19th to the 20th 
Century." 
His address was as fol­ 
lows: 
At the very beginning of the new 
century we can truthfully say with 
Emerson that “We live In a new and 
exceptional age." America is another 
word for opportunity. Our whole his­ 
tory appears like a last effort of Di­ 
vine Providence in behalf of the hu­ 
man race." 
Who is not enthusiastic over the time 
in which he lives? Can any thought­ 
ful person reflect, as he looks back 
through the decades of the nineteenth 
century, without receiving impulses to 
impel him onward and upward?? 
No equal period of history has had 
so many and such intense interests as 
the nineteenth century. 
No other century is so rich in great 
history making epochs as the 
nine­ 
teenth. Edward S. Ellis says: “Many 
great people have successfully 
ap­ 
peared in the historical tableau of the 
world; but not the Hindu or the Per- 
slon; not the Chaldee or the Greek; 
not the Egyptian or the Hebrew; not 
the Roman or the Celt; not even the 
Teuton, with his prodigious 
activity 
and strength, has been able, in Asia, 
In Africa, or in Europe, to create in a 
century or in ages, a historical pro­ 
duct greater or more worthy of 
ad­ 
miration than that magnificent result 
which history has brought as her tro­ 
phy in the great American republic.” 
But some person may 
be 
asking 
himself already the 
usual question, 
what is remarkable about the nine­ 
teenth century anyway? Does it pay 
to call attention to the past? Does not 
each day, week, month, year, decade 
and century have its own interests. 
The limit of each is an imaginary 
one. 
The old century did 
not rush 
against the new like a mighty wind, 
producing a great disturbance of the 
elements, but this notable change was 
made with as much ease and dignity 
as the unfolding of the bud under the 
influence of the welcome sunlight in 
the early spring time. 
Other countries were great in but 
few things; but the nineteenth was 
great in many things. It was unique. 
It was the 
century in which nature 
and humanity began “to confederate." 
It was the century in which nations 
began, as never before, to throw down 
the walls of selfishness and to recog- 
nice their independence. Every man 
is dependent. 
“No man liveth unto 
himself." 
The same 
philosophy ap­ 
plies to nations and should be Just as 
carefully observed.

Nor will the mothers and fathers in America 
permit the government, which their sons are fighting for in far distant 
lands, to destroy those sons with beer and whisky—Filipino bullets are 
deadly enough. 
Men and women who love their country and who are unwilling to see 
the further degradation of the Filipinos under the American 
flag, no 
matter whether the constitution has followed the flag or not, should or­ 
ganize and bombard Washington so furiously and persistently 
as 
to 
compel the authorities to put a stop to the liquor traffic traffic in Ma­ 
nila and elsewhere on the islands. 
The senators from Ohio, Messrs. Foraker and Hanna, 
are 
powerful 
men. They know how to carry elections, to influence public sentiment 
and to persuade public authorities. 
Let them both be plainly told what 
the people of Ohio want them to do—what the people of Ohio demand 
that they shall do. They will not decline to act; they would hardly dare 
to decline even were they averse to taking a fresh burden upon them­ 
selves. Let the people, men and women, of other states 
organize for 
vigorous, tireless and intelligent action. Let the authorities in Washing­ 
ton feel the pressure of an outraged and disquieted public sentiment. 
The Anti-Saloon League in Ohio and the great Women’s 
Christian 
Temperance Union, as well as all good citizens, should enlist for the war. 
The Filipino war is small and unimportant compared with the “commer­ 
cialism" which debauches the young American soldiers, as well as the 
“heathens" whom these patriotic soldiers are attempting to civilize at the 
point of the bayonet. If expansion, the hunt for consumers for American 
products, means to barter in the souls and bodies of young men and 
Malay savages, the sooner this country begins to contract the better. 
The issue is live and pressing. Everywhere in this country the people 
should act. 
Delegations of strong, able bodied men should be sent to 
Washington from every city and village in the whole country. Repub­ 
licans and Democrats should stand shoulder to shoulder. Compel pub­ 
lic men to take their stand upon one side or the other. Drive this gov­ 
ernment out of the liquor business. 
Take the whisky bottle out of the 
hand of civilization. Give to the Filipino that benevolent
